A BIG DAY FOR HODGENVILLE 


bared heads, and the sweet, familiar 
strains of •’America” sung by hundred^ 
of white-clad children, floated >ut upon 
the air, a veiling of the stars and 
stripes fell gracefully away from a 
bronze memorial of Abraham Lincoln 
here to day, in the presence of Robert 
Todd Lincoln, son of the man who 
fought to save the Union and won with 
his victory undying fame and love of 
former foes. 

Tne occasion was the unveiling of the 
famous Weinmann statue of Lincoln, 
that marks a prominent place in front 
of the Larue county courthouse, a gift 
of the people of Larue, ot the Common¬ 
wealth, and of Congress, to do homage 
to the great emancipator. 

When the sacred banner fell away, 
the statue, senseless though it was, 
gazed into the faces of men who wpre 
to eulogize the great, undying memory 
of Lincoln, and the inspiration came 
from the dull eyes as if from a living 
mind that filled itp counterpart in ^he 
stirring years of the long ago. 

The canopy that hid the statue from 
view was drawn away by the hand of 
Mrs. Ben Hardin Helm, a sister to the 
wife of Lincoln, and cheer after cheer 
went up. while Henry Watterson stood 
waiting to render his tribute to Lin¬ 
coln. 

Owing to illness caused by the heat. 
Mr. Lincoln was unable to visit Lincoln 
farm, the birthplace of his illustrious 
father. 

The programme began with a parade , 
from the train to the courthouse in 
which the official partv, headed by a 
band and a hundred children of Hodgen¬ 
ville, participated. 

Soon after the m^atiqg was called to 
orderr-John M. Atherton, of Louisville, 
a native of-^roe county, was made- 
permanent chairman^/Who introduced 
Rabbi H. GyEndWTof Louisville, who 
in an eloquent speecft^laced the audi -1 
ence in a reverent mood to listen to the 
touching eulogies that were to follow, j 
Mr. Atherton's address, accepting the'! 
chairmanship, was short, but paid a j 
high tribute in a few words to Abra¬ 
ham Lincoln. He said that as a Larue 
county man he was proud to preside at j 
a gathering that was to do homage to a j 
man whose playmates and neighbors j 
were his ancestors.

Plenty of exercise is necessary for 
little chicks, but it is not best to allow 
them to run in the tall grass before the 
dew has dried away. Thev should be 
kept in the coop until after 8 a. m.. 
then they can be turned out and allowed 
to run. If it id not desirable to allow 
the hen to run, stretch a long wire and 
tie the hen to a ring so that she can 


Ehcourage the fowls to follow the 
, plow when you are breaking the soil. 
Thdy will pick up many worms and 
bugs that otherwise injure the crop 
planted, and convert them into eggs. 

When the chicks are two months old 
begin feeding them cracked com, wheat 
and cut oats three times a day, keeping 
a superior brand of beef scraps, grit 
and charcoal in a hopper before tnem 
all the time. 

Young ducks should be kept warm 
and dry for the first few wee ks after 
they are hatched. As soon as the 
pludiage begins to come out they are 
sate from any stress of weather that is 
likely to come id*the spring of the year. 

Cleanliness, variety of teed, shade, 
plenty of green feed, either lawn clip¬ 
pings or its equivalent, frequent feed¬ 
ings and plenty of exercise and pure 
tresh water can hardly fail to produce 
fine show birds if the blood lines are 
right. 

Ducks are nofeubject to any disease 
of the sort that produces much loss. If I 
they have a damp floor to sleep on they 
sometimes get the rheumatism but no 
careful duck Bfieeder would allow his ! 
young birds to sleep in such a place. 

It is important with silage and soil¬ 
ing erops to feed some dry hay as well 
as grain through*,the summer for the 
effect that it has on the digestive tract. 
-In fresh pasture the bowels of the cow 
are made very loose, and if fed silage 
also there must be something to correct 
that effect, and dry hay or grain will 
do it. 

Com meal, especially coarse com 
meal, is good to feed tb the chicks when 
they are but a few days old. It should 
be fed dry. It is easily digested and 
can be fed for a long time after the ' 
chicks have gone out from the maternal I 
roof. 

There is nothing like a good coat of 
whitewash for the interior of the poul- ■ 
try house, regardless of how the walls 1 
are made or finished. Whitewash is a ; 
good eradicator of things objectionable j 
about a poultry house, and it makes 
things loolT bright and cipan. Apply it j 
at least twice a year.
